Au accident of unusual character and 


one that came near resulting fatally 
occurred Sunday on the Notch road. It 
was of thrilling character because a small 
boy was at the mercy of a vicious horse, 
which has had something of a man-at- 
tacking career. 


The boy is Harry, the nine-years-old 


son of Albert Fletcher, who lives in the 
Notch, and the horse is owned by Fred- 
erick Roscoe, a neighbor of Mr. Fletcher. 
Mr. Fletcher visited hto neighbor, Mr. 
Roscoe, Sunday, and'the child, Harry, ac- 
companied him. Tho boy wandered from 
the house into the yard and got within 
reach of the vicious horse. 


In an Instant the wild cries of the tor- 


tured child brought the child's father and 
all of Mr, Roscoe'a household into the 
yard and to his assistance. The child was 
then almost scalped and was bleeding 
terribly. In a minute more he would 
have been killed' by the maddened ani- 
mal. 


It appears that.when the boy got within 


reach of the horse that the animal made a 
vicious snap at him, catching the top of 
his head in his teeth. The horse caught 
the boy a second time and with such force 


at he swung him against a tree. He 


was then rescued and carried into the 
house. 


Dr. O. J. Brown was called and found 


the boy's scalp frightfully torn. It re- 
quired a dozen stitches to draw it in place 
The horse has made like attacks on per- 
sons before.

suburbs in thu region and taxed the 
capacity of the trolley cars. Up to noon 
no trouble of any sort had developed, but 
the big funeral procession had not yet 
gotten under way. What may be called 
two branches of tbe main cortege, with 
3,000 men, had come in from Harwood 
headed by brass bands. 


By noon it was clear that the funeral 


parade would not get under way until 
possibly late in the afternoon. The in- 
junction against the proposed meeting 
outside the church was clearly understood 
and it is unlikely that any attempt will be 
made to dispute it. The miners seem to 
be perfectly docile and no trouble is an- 
ticipated unless something unforeseen 
occurs.

Business goes on improving steadily. 


There is no halting and no retreat, but a 
steady advance all aloug the line, and the 
greatest activity. 


A steady incic.ise in production, in 


working force aud in the power of the 
people to purchase, is the feature which 
overshadows all others. Keports of New 
York trade unions show an increase since 
one year ago of 34 per cent, in tbe num- 
ber of men at work, aud a similar increase 
among men in like position throughout 
the country would exceed 340,000, while 
every week adds many establishments to 
the active list. The coal miners' strike 
has disclosed such facts and brought to 
light scoh differences that work will prob- 
ably be very soon resumed by a large share 
of the rien. The farmers are helped by 
higher prices for wheat, and while west" 
ern recuiptu do not show that they have 
marketed a tenth of their crop, assurance 
of handsome profits to come prepares 
them to buy liberally hereafter. Because 
of this und the increase of hands at work, 
dealers 
throughout the county have 


started to replenish stocks, which is the 
great force at present ouerating in manu- 
factures and trade, though distribution by 
retail ti ade has greatly increased. 


A gain of 12 per cent, in one month in 


the output of pig iron from 105,373 tons 
August 1 to 185,503 September 1, with 
knowle Ige that half a dozen other fur- 
naces are preparing to resume, and that 
unsold stocks have been reduced 14,400 
tons wrekly in August, indicating a con- 
sumnticn of about 190,000 tons, more than 
explain;: the moderate advance in prices 
of finisaed products, averaging but 6 per 


cent, sircethe lowest point August 12. 


Wheat has risen five cents the past 


week, not in a flurry but in answer to tho 
dally increasing foreign demand. Though 
reports of the crop, now almost wholly 
ontof drnger, indicate a yield nover sur- 
passed but once, foreign accounts still 
strengthen the belief that the deficiency 
abroad will be about 100.000,000 bushels 
more thun usual, and meanwhile reports 
indicate that less corn than was expected 
will be available for export. Its price has 
risen about five-eights of a cent. While 
wheat receipts at Chicago have been 
jreafcm;-records, receipts at all western 
ports arc for the week a little below last 
year's, but Atlantic exports, 
9,775,138 


bushels, flour included, against 4,270,755 
last year for two weeks with 5,579,771 
bushels corn, against 3,570,704 last year) 
indicate a foreign demand apparently 
limited st present only by ship room. 


The market for securities has again 


shown surprising strength, oaring nothing 
for forei:;n buying at, one time or selling 
at another, but advancing more or less 
every da'/ during the past week in the 
average of all active stocks. The average 
advance for the week has been $1,12 
per sham for railroads and seventy-nine 
cents for trusts. 


Failures for the first week of September 


were only «1,53S,S24 in amount, against 
154,095,59(1 last year, aud 52,157,751- in 1895.

52,594,541 last year, and trading were

KILLED NEAR PITTSFIELD, 


Train Jumping Has a Fatal Ending. 


One Man Seriously Hurt. 


There were two accidents at Pittsfleld 


and Dalton Saturday, by which one man 
lost his life and another narrowly escaped 
death. Both men were tramps, and met 
their fates by attempting to oatoh freight 
trains on the Boston & Albany railroad. 
A week ago yesterday another tramp was 
killed by being struck by a train. 


The heavy grade between Dalton and 


Hinsdale is a favorite place for train 
jumping, and another is near the steam- 
power building in the city limits, where 
there is a curve, so that trainmen do not 
see the jumpers and the trains also run 
slowly along there west bound, in order to 
allow the engineer to watch the signals in 
the Pittsfield yard. Henry Cassidy, aged 
23, giving his residence at 55 Milbury 
street, Worcester, attempted to jumo a 
west bound freight Saturday morninc 
near the steam-power building, and, los- 
ing his hold, fell between the cars and 
both legs were run over. He was not no- 
ticed by the train crew until a Miss 
Minnie Champion, on her way to work in 
the mill near by, discovered him, gave the 
alarm to the mill operatives, who tele- 
phoned for a doctor, the police and the 
ambulance. 
He was taken to the House 


of Mercy, where both legs were ampu- 
tated. 
He gave some promise of re-

THE LABOR STRIKES. 


Dr. 
Talmage's 


plan for settling

day is set forth 
in this sermon. 
His text is Mat- 
t h e w v i i, 12, 
"Whatsoever 
y e 


would that men 


should do to you, do you even so to 
them." 


The greatest war the world has ever 


seen is between capital and labor. The 
strife is not like that which in history 
is called the Thirty Years' war, for it 
is a war of centuries; it is a war ol 
the five continents; it is a war hemis- 
pheric. 
The middle classes in thU 


country, upon whom the nation haa 
depend-ed for holding the balance oi 
power and for acting as mediators be- 
tween the two extremes, are diminish- 
ing, and if things go on at the same 
ratio as they are now going, it will not 
be very long before there will be no 
middle cla&s in this country, but all 
will be very rich or very poor, princes 
or paupers, and the country will be 
given tip to palaces and hovels. 


The antagonistic forces are closing 


in upon each other. The Pennsylva- 
nia miners' strikes, the telegraph op- 
erators' strikes, the railroad employes' 
strikes, the movements of the boycot- 
ters and the dynamiters are only skir- 
mishes before a general engagement, 
or, if you prefer i't, escapes through the 
safety valves of an explosion of so- 
ciety. You may poohpooli it; you may 
say that this trouble, like an angry 
child, will cry itself to sleep; you may 
belittle it by calling it Fouiierism, or 
socialism, or St. Simonism, or nihil- 
ism, or communism, but that will not 
hinder the fact that it is the mightiest, 
the darkest, the most terrific threat oi 
this century. AH attempts at pacifi- 
cation have been dead failures and 
monopoly is more arrogant and tho 
trades unions more bitter. "Give us 
more wages," cry the employees. "You 
shall have less," say the companies. 
"Compel us to do fewer hours of toil 
In a day." "You shall toil more hours," 
say the others. "Then under certain 
conditions, we will not work at all," 
say t'hese. "Then you shall starve," 
say those, and, the workmen gradu- 
ally using up tliat which the accumu- 
lated in better times, unless there be 
some radical change, we shall have 
soon in this country 4,000,000 hungry 
men and women. 
Now 4,000,000 hun- 


gry people cannot be kept quiet. All 
the enactments of legislatures and all 
the constabularies of the cities, and 
all the army and navy of the United 
States .cannot keep 4,000,000 hungry 
people quiet. What then? Will thig 
war between capital and labor be set- 
tled by human wisdom? Never. The 
brow of the one becomes more rigid, 
the fist of the other more clinched. 


But that which human wisdom can- 


not achieve will be accomplished by 
Christianity if it be given full sway. 
You have heard of medicines, so pow- 
erful that one drop will stop a disease 
and restore a patient, and I have to 
tell jou that one drop of my text, prop- 
erly administered, will stop all these 
woes of society and give convalescence 
and complete health to all 
classes. 


"Whatsoever ye would that men should 
do to you, do you even to them." 


I shall show you how this quarrel 


between monopoly and hard work can- 
not he stopped, and then I \vill show 
you how this controversy will be set- 
tled. 


Futile remedies. In the first place, 


there will come no pacification to thia 
trouble through an outcry against rich 
men merely because they are rich. 
There is no member of a trades union 
on earth that would not be rich it 
he could be. Sometimes through a for- 
tunate invention or some accident of 
prosperity a man who had nothing 
comes to a large estate, and we sea 
him arrogant and supercillious and 
taking people by the throat just as 
other people took him by the throat. 
There is something very mean about 
human nature when it comes to the 
top, hut it is no more a sin to be rich 
than it is a sin to be poor. There ar« 
those who have gathered a great es- 
tate through fraud, and then there ara 
millionaires who have gathered their 
fortunes through foresight in regard 
to changes in the markets, and through 
brilliant business faculty, and every 
dollar of their estate is as honest as 
the dollar which the plumber gets for 
mending a pipe or the mason gets for 
building a wall. There are those who 
keep in poverty because o£ their own 
fault. 
They might have been well off, 


but they gave themselves to strong 
drink, or they smoked or chewed up 
their earnings, or they lived beyond 
their means, while others on the same 
wages and on the same salaries went 
on to competency. 
I know a man who 


is all the time complaining of his pov- 
erty and crying out against the rich 
men, while he himself keeps two dogs 
and chews and smokes and is filled to 
the chin with whiskey and beer. 


Micawber said to David Copperfleld: 


"Copperfield, my boy, £1 income, 20 
shillings and 6 pence expenses; result, 
misery. But, Copperfleld, £1 income, 
expenses IS shillings and 6 pence; re- 
sult, happiness." And there are vast 
multitudes of people who are kept poor 
because they are the victims of their 
own improvidence. 
It is no sin to be 


rich, and it is no sin to be poor. I 
protest against this outcry which I 
hear against those who, through econ- 
omy and self-denial, 
and assiduity, 


have come to large fortune. 
This 


bombardment of commercial success 
will never stop this quarrel between 
capital and labor. 


Neither will the contest be settled 


by cynical and unsympathetic treat- 
ment of the laboring classes. There 
«ra those who sneak of them as though 
they were only cattle or draft horses 
Their lives are nothing, their domestic 
comfort is nothing. 
They have no 


more sympathy for them than a hound 
'has for a hare, or a hawk for a hen, 
or a tiger for a calf. When Jean. Val- 
jeau, the greatest hero of Victor Hu- 
go's writing's, <!!..,„. „, ...*.*, — *,*....— ...10, 
and brave endurance, goes into in- 
carceration and death, they clap the 
book shut and say "Good for him!" 
They scamp their feet with indignation 
and say ]ust the opposite of "Save the 
workinc clsi.sies." They have all their 


sympathies with ShylocU, and not witn 
Antonio and Portia. They are pluto- 
crats and their feelings are infernal. 
They are filled with irritation and iras- 
cibility on tliis subject. To stop this 
awful imbroglio between capital and 
labor they will lift not so much as the 
tip end of the little finger. 


Neither will there be any pacifica- 


tion of this angry controversy through 
violence. God never blessed murder. 


The porest use you can put a man to 


is to kill him. Blow up to-morrow all 
the country seats on the banks of the 
Hudson, and all the fine houses oa 
Madison Square, and Brooklyn Heights 
and Bunker 
Hill, and Rittenhousa 


square, and Beacon street, and all the 
bricks and timbers and stones will just 
fall back on the bare head of American 
labor. Tho worst enemies o£ the work- 
ing classes in the United States and 
Ireland are their demented coadjutors. 
Assassination—tho 
assassination 
of 


Lord Frederick Cavendish, and 
Mr. 


Burke in Phoenix Park, Dublin, Ire- 
land, only turned away from that af- 
flicted people millions of sympathiz- 
ers. 
The attempt to blow up the house 


of commons in London, had only this 
effect—to throw out of 
employment 


tens of thousands of innocent Irish 
people in England. 


In this country the torch put to the 


factories that have discharged hands 
for good or bad reasons; obstructions 
on the rail track in front of midnight 
expiess trains because the offenders 
do not like the president of the com- 
pany; strikes on shipboard the hour 
they were going to sail, or in printing 
offices the hour the paper was to go to 
press, or in mines the day the coal 
was to be delivered, or on houte scaf- 
foldings so the builder falls in keep- 
ing his contract—all these are only a 
hard blow on the head of American la- 
bor, and cripple its arms and lame 
its feet and pierce its heart. Traps 
sprang suddenly upon employers, ami 
violence, never took one knot out of 
the knuckle of toil or put one farthing 
of wages into a callous palm. Barbar- 


ply will regulate these things until the 
end of time." No, they will not, un- 
less God dies and the batteries of the 
judgment day are spiked, and Pluto 
and Prosperine, king and queen of the 
Infernal regions, take full possession 
of this world. Do you know who sup- 
ply and demand are? They have gone 
into partnership, and they propose to 
swindle this eartli, and are swindling 
it. You ara drowning. Supply and 
demand stand on the shore one on one 
side, the other on the other side of tho 
lifeboat, and they cry out to you, "Now 
you pay us what we ask for getting 
you to shore, or go to the bottom!" If 
you can borrow $5,000 you can keep 
from failing in business. Supply and 
demand say, "Now,'1 jsou pay us exor- 
bitant usury, or you go into bankrupt- 
cy. This robber firm of supply and 
demand say to you: "The ciops are 
short. We bought up all tho wheat 
and it is in our bin. Now you pay 
our price or starve." 
Thar 13 your 


magnificent law of supply and demand. 


Supply and demand own tho largest 


mill on earth, and all the rivers roll 
over their wheel, and inlo their hopper 
they put all the men, women and chil- 
dren they can shovel out of the cen- 
turies, -and the blood and the bones 
redden the valley while ihe mill grinds. 
That diabolic law oE supply and de- 
mand will yet have to stand aside, and 
instead there will come the law of love, 
the law of co-operation, the law of 
kindness, the law of sympathy, tho law 
of Christ.

Then you do 
not believe the Bible. All the Bible is

Frederick the 
Great was a rough and terrible man,

against the working clashes will yet 
cower before the law. Violence and 
contrary to the law will never accom- 
plish anything, hut righteousness and 
according to the law will accomplish 
it. 


"One of the pleasantest incidents re- 


corded in a long time is reported from 
Sheffield, England. The wagfs of the 
men in the iron works at Sheffield 
1 are 


regulated by a board of arbitration, 
by whose decision both masters and 
men are bound. For some time pait 
the iron and steel trade has been ex- 
tremely unprofitable, and the employ- 
ers cannot, without much loss, pay the 
wages fixed by the board, which nei- 
ther employers nor employed have the 
power to change. 
To avoid this diffi- 


culty, the workmen in one of the larg- 
est steel mills in Sheffield hit upon a 
device as rare as it was generous. They 
offered to work for their employers 
one week without any pay whatever." 


But you go with me and I will show 


you—not so far off as Sheffield, Eng- 
land—factories, banking houses, store- 
houses and costly enterprises, where 
this Christlikc injunction of my text 
is fully kept, and you could no more 
get the employer to practice an in- 
justice upon his men, or the men to

THE HOSPITAL'S NEEDS 


Fully Set Forth by Rev. W. 


L. Tenney in a 


Letter. 


URGENT 
NEED 
FOR 
FUNDS, 


Increased Work and Small Revenue. 


The Envelope System Begins This 


Week. The People Should 


Know What is Required 


By the Hospital. 


The envelope collection for the hospital 


will begin this week and it is tho desire to 
arouse the public to a proper apprecia- 
tion of the great need for liberal offerings. 
The following is a letter well setting forth 
the condition: 


NOKTH ADAMS, September 11. 


"GENTLEMEN:—I desire through the 


columns of your paper to call the attention 
of the people of ZSortu Adams to the can- 
vass which will be made this week for the 
benefit of the hospital 


'It is very easy ; for us to think that 


familiar work has not the claim upon our 
pocket-books that the new enterprise 
which, with much of the attractiveness of 
enthusiasm and novelty, is brought to our 
attention. As a matter of tact any work 
which deserved our support at its initia- 
tion has an increasingly .righteous claim 
upon us as the years go by. We cannot 
aTord to give less, as public-ipirited citi- 
zens we must give more. Let me briefly 
state my reasons for this statement and 
leave to your readers the forming of their 
own conclusions. 


1.—The expenses of the hospital, even 


with its growth, inadequate to meet all 
demands made upon it, are now a'mcit 
six times greater than they were in the 
first year of its history. 


2.—This increase of expenses does not 


mean an increased extravagance; on the 
contrary an examination of the business 
records of the hospital— Kept with a 
carefuhH rs and thoroughness which puts 
most of our business men to the blush- 
shows that never has a dollar given to the 
hospital gone so far as at the present 
time. In 1SS5 the total expenses of the 
hospital were $2,307 and the total number 
of patients 31, making .in average outlay 
for each patient of some |B9. In 1896, 
while the expenses of the year were $12,- 
693, the number of patients was 322, mak- 
ing an average expenditure of only some 
?39 to each patient. With all the increase 
it- expenses we are thus shown that we 
have an actual saving in expense of $28 
upon each patient who is treated, 


3—An old, established institution some- 


times loses sight of the motives which 
lead to its institution. 
Philanthropic 


societies exist in many of our older cities, 
with no other apparent object than to 
furniah comfortable salariei to tho officers 
who absorb all their income. 


The North Adams hospital deserves a 


more cordial support than it has ever re- 
ceived, because it has done more for the 
poor and unfortunate during the last year 
than ever before. In 18S5 there were 15 
patients who were either treated free of 
all charge or from whom only part pay- 
ment was received: In 1S9S there were 
123 such patients. 
In other words the 


good women to whom we owe the hospital 
not only are doing tteir work more 
economically today than ever before, but 
with all their increased expenses, they 
have never done so much for nothing aa 
they are doing today. 


4—North Adams never needed a hospital 


as it does today. The city is growing 
more rapidly than ever before. We have 
created new school buildings which by 
some were termed foolijhly extravagant 
on account of their unnecessary size. 
These schools have been shown this week 
to be utterly inadequate to meet the needs 
of all the children who have desired to 
attend'them. We are making more cotton 
cloth than ever before in which we com- 
pote with the low grafle, poorly paid la- 
borers in southern mills. This is bring- 
ing into our community a larger percent- 
age of inhabitants whose standard of liv- 
ing isso loW'as to make them particularly 
susceptible to disease and whose wages are 
so scantas to make it impossible for them 
to meettheir own needs when sick. The 
very improvements which the city is so 
wisely making must necessarily involve a 
certain amount of sickness as the germ 
laden earth is opened to nutke the sewers 
which should have been constructed long 
ttf»o. 


5,—The interest of every member of the 


community is involved in the adequate 
support of our hospital. Our physicians 
are permitted to render more efficient 
service as they can use it for their pa- 
tients. Our sick—in our homes, are cared 
for as they never could be but for the in- 
telligent and sympathetic care of nurses 
whom the hospital has trained. The in- 
fluences of matrons and nurses upon tho 
life of the community at large is most 
benefioient, inculcating as they do by pre- 
cept and example the laws of right living 
and the correct principles of avoiding and 
restraining disease. 
, May we not show that we have faith in 
the approach of better times by so con- 
tributing to the hospital that the advance 
of the tidal wave of prosperity shall be 
first evidenced in North Adams by a more 
generous and adequate endowment of our 
hospital for this humane, unsectarian, 
most truly Christian work? Sincerely
